ONE OF OWN RACE 


ATTACKED A NEGRO WOMAN 


AMD HER FRIENDS FIND 


AND KILL HIM 


Talladega, Oct. 3.—Probably 


thij first case of lynching by a 
mob of negroes aloiie without tin- 
aid oud consul of white men, oc- 
•currod near McFall Sunday, Octo- 
ber S2j in this county. 


Thursday, a strange negro at 


A farm near Lincoln, fourteen 
miles from Talladega, assaulted a 
negro woman under circumstances 
of unusual atrocity. 


The alarm was son given, but 


the assailant escaped, going in an 
easterly 
direction on the road 


leading to McFall, The Lincoln 
negroes, consisting of friends and 
relatives of the woman assaulted, 
>nade some efforts to procure a 
warrant, but for some reason they 
did not succeed in getting legal 
jWperg for the apprehension of 
the fleeing negro. 


By a system of "grapevine te- 


legraphy " peculiar to the negroes 
til* was kept on the trail of the 
awailftnt, and he was thought to 
Tw located Sunday near McPall. 
* Station on the Georgia Pacific 
Division of the Southern 
road. 


Sunday, when the eastbound train 
<m the Southern Bailroad rolled 
Jnot Lincoln it was boarded by a 
number of negroes who had pur- 
chased tickets to McPall, and who 


were the relatives and neighbors 
of the outraged woman. They 
were not noisy or demonstrative, 
nor were any unusual number of 
weapons in evidence. 


Arriving at McFall they sep- 


arated into groups and began a 
quiet still hunt for the man. 


In a short time they located a 


negro who answered the descrip- 
tion-previously obtained, and with 
out «ny waste of time they filled 
his body full of bullets and left 
him dead. 


,,Will Thwoatt, a merchant of 


McFall called up the Talladega 
authorities Monday and notified 
them that there was a dead irmu, 
unburied near that place. Coro- 
ner R. Heine procured an auto- 
mobile afld went there at 9:30 
o'clock Monday morning. 


It has been but a short time 


since the entire community around 
Lincoln was stirred over an as- 
sault upon a white woman by a 
negro. 
Several parties were ar- 


rested, and released upon a pre- 
liminary trial, and it is not 
thought the right man has yet 
been apprehended. This circum- 
stance gave rise to much talk of 
lynching among the people living 
near Lincoln, some of which was 
evidently heard by the negroes, 
which doubtless gave them the cue 
to take the law into their own 
hands in this instance. 


The name of the man killed or 


the woman assaulted has not been 
learned, but it is generally utatcd 


on the streets that the negro as- 
sailant was not a person belong- 
ing to that neighborhood. In the 
annals of the county this is the 
first instance of where negroes 
have visited summary vengeance 
upon one oi' iheir own race for 
a crime against negro women, or 
any other crime. 


SOARED OVER CHOLERA 


Washington, October 3.—How 


gravely the public health and ma- 
rine hospital"service regards the 
possibility of the invasion of chol- 
era from the infected sections of 
^Europe 
became 
known today, 


when the advisory health board 
was called to meet in Washington. 


Another evidence of the alarm 


with which the situation Is view- 
ed came to light today when the 
'service decided to double its offi- 
cers at every port from which 
steamships sail or at which immi- 
grants gather in Italy, Germany 
or Russia. The increasing death 
rate in Russia and the spread of 
the scourge into Italy and Germ- 
any, has set the public health ser- 
vice on double guard. The whole 
situation is to be laid before the 
advisory board, and the public 
health service expects to have the 
advice of the foremost scientists.
